The plaintiff in this action was a coal merchant, and the defendant was a 
geotioman residiog at Liverpool. The action was brought to recover the 
price of some coals ased io the course of working the Trewolvas mine, which 
was in the hands of a compsny ; and it was worked for some time on the be- 
half of the defendant and others, who formed the company. The defendant 
held several shares in the speculation, and the plaintiff from time to time 
supplied the managers of the mine with coals, and he had selected the de- | 
fendant, as being one of the company, to bring bis action against. The re- | 
quisite proof was given of the plaintiff having delivered the coals, and of the 
defendant being a shareholder in Uie undertaking. 

The defence won, first, that this was a very hard action, it being brought | 
| newinst only one of 4 large company, and then, that in the prospectases which 

had been iesued, it was particularly stated that the shareholders should not | 
be Hable for anything beyond the value of the shares which they held. To | 
this the plaintiff urged that be was not to be bonod by any private agreement | 


between the parties, unless such agreement had been previously shown | 


to him. 

Mr. Justice Macee, in summing up, sald that it was clear that the mine | 
had been worked with the knowledge and for the benefit of the defendant as 
well as the rest of the company. The coal bad been supplied for the neces. | 
| sary working of the mine, without which the defendant must have koown | 
that the work could not have been carried on. If the defendant had thought 
proper, he might have pleaded in abatement, and compelled the plaintiff to | 
sue the other members of the company also, and he could not now make any | 
objection to the action being brought against him solely, but be might make | 
them contribute if he paid mvore than he ought to do. In his opinion, in | 
point of law, the defendant wae liable under the plaintiff's case, unless he 
| ewve some suffictent answer, Any one member of the company would be 
able for any contracts coming within the ordinary scope of dealing in such 
a concero. The defendant had said the coals were usually paid for by ready 
| money, but he presumed the ease came to this, that they would be paid for | 
at the mome. tif the money was forthcoming, but if it wae not forthcoming, | 
then there would be seme credit. It was then enid that there was a limit as | 
to the extent of liability between the parties, bat in order that the defendant 
might have the advantage of that the jury must be satisfled that the plaintiff 
was aware of that circumstance. If he did know of it, thea the defendant | 
would not be liable; bat if re was ignorant of it, then the plniotiff was en- | 
titled to thelr werdlet. The prospectus was a kind of overture to induce per 
sone to purchase shares, but generally some deed was prepared, and it did | 
not follow that the terms of the prospectus constituted the terms upoo which | 
the parties acted, but then there was no proof that the plaintiff had seen this 
prospectus. 

The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff for 271. Os. 44d.

The defendant contended that he certainly could not be liable for money 
borrowed by the manager. 

Mr. Justice Mactr thoaght that the agent must be considered to have 
authority to work the mine, and, as thie loan was absolutely necessary to 
protect the interests of the shareholders, the defendant was liable.

If it applies in this sense it will apply in others, and 
many of our readers will understand (or their legal advisers will 
the benefit they are likely to derive in many instances from the de- 
cision of the learned judge. Leaving the “ Home Circuit,” and 
proceeding further west, we find, that in four several actions, 
brought on the, Western Circuit,” the judge and jury concurred 
in the justice of giving a verdict in favour of the plaintiffs, and, in 
more than one instance, under circumstances of a peculiar nature. 
We must, however, refer to the respective cases for the particulars, 
while we would direct particular attention to the summing up ol 
Mr. Justice MAUL, as being at variance, on more than one point, 
with Baron Gurney. 

* Brother, we are both in the wrong,” might, we think, be with 
justice observed by either of the learned judges, if that the cases be 
correctly sapanteds but, asthe result will sometimes turn on a 
technical point of law, and minute circumstances, we may be in 
the wrong. ‘That eny party who shall have been a shareholder is 
liable to the debts of the company, no matter whether for goods 
supplied, cash advances made, or hiring, is quite clear, and it well 
behoves every scripholder to consider, and cautiously weigh in his 
own mind, the respectability of those with whom he becomes asso- 
ciated, and the accuracy of the statements submitted, ere he em 
barks his capital, or incurs responsibility. On the other hand, 
where misrepresentation and deception be practised—where a com- 
pany is said to be established with less than one-twelfth of the 
number of shares of which it is constituted—then, in such case, 
we trust that the projectors will be the “ mark to shoot at,” and 
that others, like Mr. Snow, will be found boid enough to defend 
his position, and that of others.

FREE SMELTING veasvs PRIVATE INTERESTS. 
THE NEW MEASURE, AND THE CHARLESTOWN ADVENTURERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sia,—The tenor of your remarks upon the question of tin smelting, 
in the Journal of the 8th inst., are not much calculated to confirm your 
profession of disinterestedness in the part you have taken in discussing 
this question. No person, I think, can read them without feeling that 
something more than a desire to promote the interests of the miner must 
have dictated them, and more farticularly those which referred to the 
meeting which was held at the Charlestown Mines. 

You are, of course, at perfect liberty to use your own jadgment, and 
to express your own opinions upon this and every other matter of busi- 
ness which may seem to deserve your notice; and I have not the least 
idea of complaining of your doing so, as long as you confine yourself to 
facts, and ground your reasonings upon them. But, whilst | am ready 
to admit your right to do so, I claim also the same latitude in behalf of 
those who may differ from you in opinion, without their being subjected 
to the charge of acting from dishonest and unworthy motives, or their 
being brought before the public, in a newspaper discussion, under impu- 
tations which may tend to be prejudicial to their character in the opinions 


of strangers. 
I do not write for the purpose of defending those who have been the 





objects of your personal observations, because they stand, I think, in such 
a position as not to be greatly injured by them—both the smelters and 


| excite a prejudice. Nevertheless, there is a passage in your leading 
article that I cannot avoid quoting, both on account of the strong lan- 
guage made use of, and the self-condemnation exhibited in it. It is as

question with him whether it be not policy to be honest. We do not imply a want 
oft honesty to the smelters generally, in any other way than as baring reference to 
business. We do not charge them with acts of dishonesty, direct or indivitually, 
vat with reference alone to that system which has proved so injurious to the 
miner. 

This is strong language—at the same time that it appears to me to be 
contradictory, You say—‘* the smelter, with a want of honesty and fore- 
sight, hes sacrificed the miner."’ I confess I cannot understand this 
combination of terms. You accuse the smelter of acting for his own 
benefit, and that he has thereby been acting dishonestly by the miner. 1 
should conceive that, if this be true, he must have used some degree of 
foresight to suit his own interest, and, therefore, he cannot be charged 
with having sacrificed the miner through the absence of it. 

You say that a man may be dishonest in principle, bat honest through 
policy—and then disclaim any intention of implying want of honesty to 
the smelters generally, either direct or individually, but merely in reference 
to the business of tin smelters. This seems to me to be 4 contrery ap- 
plication of your theory, It would seem from this that the smelters are 
honest from principle, but dishonest through policy. 

However, be this as it may, it is clearly understood that a man who 
conducts himself dishonest!y, whether it may appear to be from principle 
or from policy, cannot be an honest man. You may have recourse to 
special pleading, or you may attempt such a qualification os is fouad in 
the foregoing quotation—still you cannot extract the sting from the ac- 
cusation. You charge them with being dishonest in principle or in prac- 
tice——and thus they stand before the public. Is this just? Is it caicu 
lated to confirm your claim to disinterestednets’? Is it the mode of 
reasoning most calculated to produce conviction (in the minds of those 
who may be interested in tin mining) that the plan you are advocating is 
free from suspicion, when supported by such a mode of reasoning ’ 

Your remarks upon tae Charlestown meeting are pretty much of the 
same character—supported by a personal attack apon those who took a 
view of the question in opposition to your own—although, it must be ad 
mitted, that your language is not quite so strong, As I am pretty fully 
in possession of what did take place at the meeting, and of all the circum. 
stances connected with it, my object just now is to place the matter in « 
just, a correct, and in a proper light before the public, and to let them be 
the judge as to how far your report and comments upon the proceedings 
which took place are governed by a disinterested view of them. For the 
present I shall abstain from stating the causes which, in my mind, have 
justified the decision the meeting came to, and shall confine myself to « 
statement of facts.

ON EXPLOSIONS IN COAL MINES. 
TO THE EVITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sin,—Having beew present during the late unfortunate calamity at 
Mostyn Colliery, whereby eight poor people were killed by an explosion 
of inflammable air, 1 am induced to take the opportunity of offering « few 
observations through your valuable Journal, which may tend to guard 
more effectually than at present against similar mischiefs. 

I know, that throughout many of the coal districts in England, it ig 
customary to let to charterers, or contractors, the raising of coal out of 
certain portions of the collieries as a tounage—that the said contractors 
are expected to find their own safety lamps, which they purchase at a cheap 
rate, and oftentimes of an unsafe construction—and that much is left to 
their own discretion, in approaching the unsafe workings, and in keeping 
their lamps in proper order, This laxity of arrangement leads, in my 
opinion, to unnecessary risk, and consequent loss of life. 

The prevailing custom throughout this district is vastly more guarded ; 
for, as every collier works directly for the owner, he is placed under the 
charge of an overman and assistants, whose duty it is to visit daily cack 
working place, and to judge whether the collier can work in safety or not, 
and how he shall proceed under the peculiar circumstance. The lamps 
all belong to the owner, and are placed under the management of a person 
whose duty it is to see that they are all good, and properly in order, be. 
| fore delivering them out for use. Locks are also very generally used, to 
| be opened only by the inspectors, and the better to guard against indiscreet 
| opening in places of danger. 

These precautions, together with good general ventilation, have, no 
doubt, the effect of preventing many accidents that would otherwise hap- 
| pen, and it would be weil if this mode of selecting and examining safety 
lamps were made more the subject of consideration, with persons actanted 
with feelings of humanity, as well as for the better preservation of wining 
property; and, most especially, the daily examivatiun of the working 
| places, by competent persons, for it cannot be expected that cotliers, as a 

body, can be adequate judges of the point of danger, nor can know suffi. 
cient of the general arrangements of the ventilation, as to correct any 
error that may exist in that important branch of management.
